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TALK HALTED 


Deadlock On Questions 
Of Jurisdiction Said 
To Be Stumbling Block 


NEW YORK, ‘(W’)—A deadlock on 
jurisdictional questions, it was re- 
ported today, forced the 10-day re- 
cess in peace negotiations betweri 
the American Fedcration of Labo 
and the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations. 

AFL peace negotiators left New 
York to confer with President Wm. 
Green “on questions affecting pro- 
gress of the negotiations.” 

lt was reported without confirma- 
tion that the federation’s execu- 
tive council would be called into 
special session or polled privately 
on some CIO suggestions before the 
unity sessions resume March 24 in 
Washington, 

It was said that the AFL commit- 
tee will seek clarification of the 
precise meaning of an AFL coun- 
cil offer to take back without a 
challenge the CIO unions which 
formerly were in the federation. The 
CIO committee asked during ne- 
gotiations whether this means re- 
turn of their original charters or ac- 
ceptance of the extended jurisdic- 
tion these unions have taken since 
labor split in 1936. 


Slaughter Law 
Change Asked 


Farm Bureau Sponsors 
2 Legislative Bills To 
Aid Small Farmers 


Substantial] aid for small ranch- 
ers and dairymen of California 1s 
seen in two measures initiated by 
the California Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation and presented to the Legis- 
lature as A. B. 2054 and A. B. 1277, 
under the authorship of Assembly- 
man Millington. 

These measures, according to a 
statement made by B. E. Haslam, 
vice-chairman of the County Farm 
Bureau, are in the form of amend- 
ments to the present Meat Inspec- 
tion Law, and Hide and Brand Act. 

“The bills are designed to enable 
the small rancner or dairyman to 
slaughter calves from his own herd, 


on his own property, either for his | 


the sale 
such ani- 
or restau- 


own consumption, or for 
of a limited number of 
mals to retailers, hotels 
rants,” said Haslam. 

“Under the present law, meat 
from bovine animals can be sold 
only by a licensed retailer with the 
extra proviso that such meat must 
be from animals slaughtered in a 
licensed slaughterhouse 

“If we are to advocate and pro- 
mote living on the farm as part of 
the farm economy or the business of 
farming, then we must remove re- 
strictions which penalize our small 
livestock men and compel them to 
compete with large commercial un- 
dertakings.” 

A companion measure, S. B. 999, 
with Senator Garrison as author, 
has been introduced in the Sen- 
ate. 

The Farm Bureau points out that 
sentiment for these measures, which 
are in the form of amendments also 
to the Agricultural Code, is strong 
throuchent the entire state.

Soviet Watches 


Nazi Moves 


6,000 Planes, More Than 
2,500,000 Men Prepared, 
18th Party Congress Told 


MOSCOW, ‘iP) — Soviet Russia’s 
peace time army strength is more 
than 2.500.000 men, defense com- 
missar Klementi Voroshilov told the 
18th communist party congress in 
an apparent warning against Nazi 
Germany’s “march to the east.” 

With foreign observers speculating 
on whether Germany is heading to- 
ward the Soviet Ukraine, the Rus- 
sian defense commissar declared the 
red army's great war plane fleet 
could carry 6000 tons of bombs in 
one mass flight and that it is ready 
“at any moment” to fight an in- 
vasion. 

Voroshiulov did not refer to Ger- 
many nor did he give specific fig- 
ures on the manpower of the red 
army but he said its size and 
strength was doubled since 1934, 
which compares with the last pub- 
lished figures in 1935 of 1,300,000 
men.

He added 
that periodic salary raises were pro- 
vided by the state civil service act 
for employes maintaining a certain 
efficiency rating. 

The senate committee on consti- 
tutional amendments recommended 
submission to the voters of two mea- 
sures, to cancel liens taken on homes 
under the state’s original old age as- 
sistance program, and to eliminate » 
“short cut” by which initiative mea- 
sures may be placed on the ballot 
by obtaining five per cent instead 
of the usual eight per cent of the 
voters at the last election. 

The legislature undertook previ- 
ously to cancel the liens for aged 
aid by law, but the provision was de- 
clared unconstitutional, making it 
necessary to submit the issue to a 
popular vote. 

The economy issue was squarely 
on the assembly side today after ap- 
proval by the senate of a bill by 
Senator Randolph Collier, Jr., Yre- 
ka, designed to reduce the number 
of deficiency appropriations in the 
future by removing the present au- 
thority of the governor and direct- 
or of finance to authorize expendi- 
tures in excess of departmental 
budgets. 

The senats passed three current de- 
ficiency bills after approving the Col- 
lier bill. One of the three, provid- 
ing $60.000 for the motor vehicle 
department to meet February pay- 
rolls, was later passed by the assem- 
bly and went to Gov. Culbert Ol- 
son for signature. The others allot- 
ted $478,000 to the division of for- 
estry and $19,700 to the Cali- 
fornia Nautical School. 

Tssemblyman Sam Yorty, D., Los 
Angeles, said he had received in- 
formation that some of the state’s 
best known bars have been guilty 
of “bootlegging” by refilling stand- 
ard bottles with diluted and in- 
ferior liquors.
